THE, DISINGERITED BEIR 
APPARENT.

Edict .disiuheriting the Apparent to the 
Chinexo Throne is taken from the 17.-Q:'

K’airenc, November 30, 
Wo have been instructed by her Majesty 
the Empress Dowager, Tzo-hsi-tuan-yu, etc 
to issue the following deotee :—I"u: Chitin, 
the sun of-the cashiered Prince Tuan, Tsai 
Yi, 2nd Order, it is well-known to the 
Empire. was formerly seleated by special 
Aecree to be ‘the Ficir-in-duccession of Lho 
late “Empordr Lung Chih. (the present'Kim- 
eros — immedinte predecessur.—Truna- 
Intor).
